Although  the  “Y”  quint  passed  the 
ball  all  around  the  Aggies,  the  latter 
managed  to  get  numerous  shots  at 
the  cage,  from  near  and  far.

On  the 
other  hand  the  ball  passed  through 
the  “Y”  iron  even  when  it  appeared 
to  be  inconvenient  to  do  so.  The 
one  thing  that  kept  the  score  board 
from  losing  all  interest  was  the  ac- 
curate free  tossing  of  Schwab,  the 
A.  C.  forward.

Considerable  criticism  has  resulted  from  the  slight  ir-

Jensen  was  called  away  to  Salt  Lake  on  business  and  Dean 
Swensen  had  to  take  charge  of  a lyceum  number  presented 
that  night ; and  because  of  their  solicitude  to  give  the  debaters 
every  possible  time-advantage,  they  hurriedly  selected  three 
and  deferred  the  selection  of  the  fourth.  Had  they  had  ample 
time  for  deliberation  undoubtedly  they  would  have  taken  a 
different  course.  They  made  the  preemptory  decision  be- 
cause of  desiring  to  give  the  men  the  advantage  of  imemdiate 
appointment. 

Dr.  Jensen  and  Dean  Swensen  untiringly  spent  night  after 
'night  coaching  our-  debating  teams  for  the  “Triangle;”  and 
without  their  aid  ,our  men  could  not  have  won  the  state 
championship.  Furthermore  they  are  sparing  neither  time 
nor  effort  in  the  training  of  the  debating  teams  that  are  to 
meet  the  University  of  Redlands  and  the  -University  of 
Southern  California.  These  men  are  as  anxious  as  we  to  bring 
honors  to  the  “Y”  and  exert  a greater  effort  therefor.

“A  hint  to  the  wise  is  sufficient,”  and  a suggestion  from 
those  who  have  gone  “through  the  mill”  regarding  graduation 
is  not  to  be  overlooked. 

Don’t  wait  until  the  eleventh  hour  to  find  that  your 
group  requirements  are  not  filled,  for  you  may  also  find  that 
your  Senior  year  is  to  be  either  a laborous  or  extended  one. 
Though  the  path  of  Electives  be  much  the  fairer,  you  may 
become  suddenly  conscious  in  your  fourth  year  that  you  have 
“weighed  in  the  balance  and  found  wanting.”  Since  we  have 
no  specified  committees  or  Senior  advisory  boards  whose  duty 
is  to  help  lower  classmen  in  filling  credit  requirements,  it  is 
up  to  each  student  to  see  that  his  groups  are  being  filled. 
Don’t  be  sidetracked  by  a professor  who  should  like  to  have 
you  in  his  department ; don’t  take  a class  merely  because  your 
friends  are  taking  it.  Neither  can  assist  you  in  the  end  if 
you  fail  to  meet  requistes  for  graduation.  Be  sure  that  your 
classes  are  either  contributing  to  prescribed  groupings  or  that 
they  will  not  overbalance  the  electives.  Don’t  go  leisurely 
along  with  fond  hopes  of  transferring  excess  High  school 
credit.  Such  hopes  may  prove  fatal  enought  to  require  an 
extra  summer  school  or  regular  term.  Differences  in  matricula- 
tion requirements  are  constantly  causing  difficulty  so  it  is 
more  obligatory  than  ever  that  each  student  be  sure  that  his 
course  is  meeting  the  demands  of  group  requirements.
